REPORT OF THE TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Our first forest fire prevention law was enacted by our State 
Legislature 90 years ago. This early law set in place a co- 
Operative forest fire prevention and suppression effort be- 
tween city and town governments and State government. It 
Simply stated that no open fire could be kindled, when the 
ground is free of snow, without the written permission of 

the town/city Forest Fire Warden. This law also stated that 
anyone kindling a fire without written permission shall be 
liable for the damage caused. and subject to a $1,000 fine. 


During the past 90 years, this law has worked so well that 
it has remained unchanged. All open fires when the ground 
is not covered with snow must be authorized by the local 
Forest Fire Warden. Persons kindling a fire without a per- 
mit when one is required are liable for damages caused, 
fire suppression costs and subject to a $1,000 fine. 


This cooperative fire prevention law has contributed 
Significantly to our nationally recognized annual forest 


fire loss record.

The cost 
of these visits was covered by your town appropriation, 
contributions, county funds and trust funds. The average 
contribution toward a visit averages less than 10% of the 
total cost.

Our appropriation request for 1985 is $2,443.10 for home 
health services or the establishment of a Fee for Service 
agreement. 
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
